England, and it was doubtful if a 
parliament of freemen would ever 
meet again, he founded a community 
in which no laws were to be made 
without the consent of the freemen.” 

Thus, while the Pilgrims and Pur- 
itans of New England were grimly 
trampling on the rights of their fel- 
low-men, these Catholic Fathers of 
Maryland were building up a colony 
founded on the principle of Civil and 
Religious liberty; and this was nearly

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THE “BIBLE ONLY” THEORY IS NOT HISTORICAL. 


CATH.: Not only was the Bible not the Christian's Rule of Faith during 
the first four centuries, but it was not during the next thousand years. 

PROT.: Granting thet it was not, that is not evidence that it should 
not have been. We know that your Church kept it from the people. 

CATH.: That charge is as historically untrue as was your impression 
that the early Christians had the Bible. The generality of Christians had 
not the Bible before the fifteenth century, becsuse it was not possible for 
them to have it. 

PROT.: Why was it not possible for them to have the Bible? 

CATH.: For,the simple reason that there was no paper to print on 
until the thirteenth century, and the printing press itself was not invented 
until the year 1438, more than ome thousand years after the true canon of 
the Bible was determined. Without the printing press, it was surely im- 
possible to distribute Bibies by hundreds of thousands. It required several 
years of work, distributed over many hours of the day, to produce ene copy 
of the Bible. ‘All Bibles that existed were in manuscript—from Genesis to 
Revelations. 

PROT.: So your Church hadn't the Bible until 
you in the fifteenth century? 

CATH.: You misunderstand me; there were thousands of copies, each 
written by hand on vellum, an expensive material, but they were too ex- 
pensive for the people to own. The first Protestants took our Bible and not 
we theirs. 

PROT.: Who copied these by hand? 

CATH.: The lazy (7) monks you have often rdad about. In most 
monasteries, from the early centuries, the daily occupation of many monks 
consisted in copying the Scriptures for the benefit of the world. Some ex- 
cellent specimens exist, one of them now being displayed at the Cognressional 
Library, in Washington, D. C. 

PROT.: Were they written to be sold to the peoble? 

CATH.: .They were written to be at the people’s service. A copy of 
the manuscript-Bible was usually placed on a large table in church, where 
the people, who could read, might have the benefit of it.

Our translators had a veritable hatred ad confession and the eacramerit 
of penance. “Confess, therefore, your sins,” in James 5:16, becomes “your 
faults.” Now the imperative form of the verb exomologéo (confess) is here, 
exomologeisthe. Tertullian and the other early writers distinctly speak of 
the exomologesis which was the word used to describe confession and the 
sacrament of penance in early Christian times. In Matt. 11:21 and Luke 
10:18, the repentance of Tyre and Sidon “in sackcloth and ashes” was evident- 
ly more than sorrow and purpose of amendment; nevertheless, “do pen- 
ance,” the proper rendering of metanoeo, is everywhere changed to “repent.” 
Matt. 8:2; Luke 3:3, 8; Acts 2:38, ete. 

To detract from the honor bestowed upon Mary, a great many shifts are 
resorted to. In Luke 1:28 kecharitomene (Latin, gratia plena, “full of grace”) 
is changed to “thou that art highly favored.” 
“he called his name” in Matt. 1:25 to prevent Mary from having the privilege 
of naming her Son. Notwithstanding the fact that the ancient fathers, with 
almost one accord, translate, in Gen. 3:15 “she (Latin, ipsa) shall crush,” 
this is changed to™it shall bruise”; and “her heel,” also, becomes “his heel.” 
2 Pet. 1:15, which the Greek fathers thought proved that the saints In heaven 
remember us and make ftntercession for us, is made to refer to those, ad- 
dressed by St. Peter, remembering what he had said after his death. Psalm 
188:17—“Thy friends, O God, are made exceedingly honourable”—<cannot be 

lowed to stand as it is. Instead, we read, in the K. J., “How precious also 
ere thy thoughts unto me, O God!”(Ps. 139:17) as though the psalmist could 
know what were God's thoughts! 

Note the difference between the two versions in Hebrews 11:21, The 
change was made lest “the popish error” of relative worship should creep in. 
So also, Psalm 99:5 (K. J.) where our translators will not have their people 
adoring the footstool of God’s feet. (Ps. 98:5, Douay.) The earlier reform- 
ers were resolved to get rid of “images” at any cost, hence they rendered 
I John 65:21, “Babes, keep yourselves from images,” and the “babes,” such 
as John Knox et al. proceeded to smash up all the statuary and stained 
windows they could find. The K. J. Version has, happily, corrected this piece 
of absurdity, by rendering the word eldolon “idol.” In Exodus 20, they have 
transiated “Thou shalt not make unte thee any graven image;” and, of 
course, the first commandment, by a later development, has become two 
commandments, so that this may have proper emphasis out of connection 
with its context! As the Protestant second commandment reads, it is wrong 
to coin money, with either “Caesar's” or “Liberty's” image and superscrip- 
tion on the coin. See Matt. 22:20, K. J. Bible. 

Warrant is given to the doctrines of the soul-sleepers in not a few pas- 
sages, where “grave” stands in the K. J. Version, instead of “hell.” The 
word, in the original, means the state of the dead—it is the place where even 
the unburied dead are (Gen. 87:35). The early reformers did away with an 
intermediate state as “a popish doctrine.” Happily, the most of the Protes- 
tant world has not followed them in this. It is a curious fact that Calvin 
taught Christ was afraid of eternal*damnation, and so translated Heb. 5:7 
It is only partly corrected in King James Version. 

So prejudiced were our translators ageins it any idea of justification by 
works that they almost invariably render “justice” and “justification” — 
“righteousness.” They will not even have the saints “made worthy” in Col. 
1:12, but have translated the passage ambiguously: “made us meet to be par- 
takers,” etc. Free Will, also, must bé done to death—hence the change from 
“Mere weak” to “were yet without strength” in Romans 6:6. The reformed 
doctrine of purely external] or imputed righteousness is reflected in a number 
of passages: “graced us in his beloved Son” to “accepted in the beloved.” 
Ephes. 1:6. “Salvation by faith alone” is reflected in Luke 18: 42: “Thy 
faith hath saved thee.”
